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Selectman’s Report. 


To the Citizen’s of Rutland : 

Once every year at least, every good citizen should devote 
a little time in examining the affairs of his town, and in 
furtherance of this object arose the custom of annual reports 
of town officers, as ours is herewith presented : 

FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. • 

The outlook in our financial horizon is fully as good 
as one year ago. No highway accidents have occurred' 
during the year of alarmingly belligerent looks towards 
our treasury. No serious losses by fire or flood and no def- 
alcations of town officials are known or suspected. The 
board'of selectmen have drawn 107 orders, Amounting to 
$5,954.03. All town officers have been paid for services 
for current year except the overseer of the poor— $300— 
and the selectmen — ten dollars each. The outstanding 
claims, so far as known — save those in litigation — are- of 
trifling amount. . 

HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES 

Have cost the town the past year, not counting highway 
damages, $1,098.74, in addition to the highway taxes. 
Expended in building hew streets, $259.88— viz : E or Pine 
and High streets at Sutherland Tails, $225.50 ; extending 
South street in Ward 7, $34.38 ; land damages, extension of 
Plain street, $150 ; Spruce • street, $10; leaving for ordi- 
nary repairs, mostly for bridges, $678.86. New streets 
have been laid by the selectmen as follows : State street 
from Pine westerly by the House of Correction to West 
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street, west of the railroad crossing. This should be built 
the coming year. It will be an expensive road to make, 
but the greatest objection having been removed and the 
land damages in great part agreed upon to our satisfaction^ 
we felt the wisdom of laying this road. 

Garden street extended easterly to Church street, and 
built guatuitously by Gen. H. S. Baxter. Tho land dam- 
age, four hundred dollars, not yet paid, title to land being 
in litigation. A strip of land three rods wide, running 
from Pine street westerly to East Creek, north of State 
street has be.en deeded to the town for highway uses ; to be 
built when occasion demands. 

PETITIONS FOE HIGHWAYS. 

Petitions pending one year ago, one for continuation of 
Baxter street north and one for continuation of Washington 
street east have been considered and both dismissed. This 
. last would have been laid had no land damage been asked. 
The town should not pay money for land damage for roads 
not required by the public, to enhance the value of private 
domain. The selectmen decline to lay a highway at 
Sutherland Falls, on petition, after examining the site as 
shown them, but feel that the public good may require this 
road on nearly the. same ground yet materially different. 

HIGHW’AY DAMAGES. 

The claim of Bebeeca P. Bidgood for injuries received in 
1879 on highway near Mussey farm has been settled and 
paid, $25. Notice has been given of injuries received and 
damages claimed from insufficiency of highway at intersec- 
tions of West and Church streets by administrator of Georg® 
Tower and by Emma M. Tower. For other claims on which 
suits arc pending, reference is made to town agent’s 
report. 

About $2,500, or nearly forty-two per cent, of all the 
orders drawn by the selectmen the past year, has been for 
highway accidents, and costs and expenses incident thereto, 
and several suits still in court. 
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COLLECTION OP TAXES. 

The new law for collection of State tax seems to bear 
hard upon the collector, and for this year we have agreed 
he shall have one per cent, in addition to that allowed by 
the State. This will make the fees for collecting this year’s 
State tax a little less than last year. By reference to the 
treasurer’s report it will be noticed the town taxes on the 
lists of 1879 and 1880 are more fully collected than for the 
two preceding years at corresponding times. As the previ- 
'ous collector was one of the best the town ever had, this 
shows well for our present collector. 

COUNTY TAX. 

A tax of one per cent, on the grand list will be due the 
county the first of June next. We recommend it be paid 
as last year by order on town treasurer, and save labor of 
separate collection. 

CEMETERIES. 

The old cemetery at West Rutland needs a new fence. 
This would have been built last fall could Suitable posts 
have been procured in season. The small burial ground 
near the Green o cheese factory— to be known as Pleasant 
Vale Cemetery — also requires fencing. An addition of 
half an acre to this cemetery has been deeded to the town. 

TOWN LIQUOR AGENT. 

The business of the town liquor agent is, as has been the 
case for the past few years, satisfactory, financially and 
otherwise. A margin, a little more than enough to cover 
the expenses is allowed on sales and the surplus is yearly 
paid into the town treasury. The amount paid for past 
year was $300. The agent buys the liquors for the select- 
men, who may examine the account at pleasure. This we 
think a better course than for the selectmen to make the 
purchase direct ; thus relieving them from the temptation 
to receive valuable sample packages, the town may indi- 
rectly pay for. No confiscated liquors have been received 
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at the agency the past year, and we hope there will be no 
occasion to receive any in the future. 

TOWN HALL. 

The Town hall has been in charge of Mr. Samuel Hay- 
ward. as superintendent. The report of receipts and 
expenses will be found on another page, as by vote of the 
town last year. W e are glad to note the net income has 
been largely increased over any previous year since the half 
was erected. 

TOWN LANDS. 

. i 

The lessees of two lots of land have threatened to surren- 
der their leases, which they have an undoubted right to do. 
It is indeed sorry land which will not bear an almost nomi- 
nal rental, and we do not believe they will be given up* 
The treasurer should be instructed to collect all rents for 
land, annually. 

STATE REFORM SCHOOL. 

Our town is now in part supporting seven pupils in the 
reform school instead of eight as one year ago. This sub- 
ject requires the vigilance of the selectmen that Butland be 
not paying for children legally chargeable to other parties. 

INSANE PAUPERS. 

W e have but one insane pauper in the asylum at Brattle- 
boro, the same as last year, John Sullivan. One commitr 
ment has been made during the year, Edward Huot, but 
decided by court to belong to the State. Geo. B. Pales, 
insane pauper at Wallingford one year ago has recovered 
and is no longer a town charge. 

DOG LICENSES. 

Three hundred and thirty-nine licenses for dogs 
have Bee 11 issued the past year, the fees on 

which amounted to ' $343 00 

Town clerk’s fees $40 30 

Claims for damages allowed 53 50 

Expenses of adjusting 22 40--116 20 

Leaving net income to town on dog licenses $226 80 
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Four claims for damages were disallowed. While the 
dogs in town' are not apparently diminishing, there is a 
falling off in the numbeT of licenses taken out, and the 
amount of dog damages remains about the same. The dog 
, law is a good one in its main features, and the proper offi- 
cers should look to its better enforcement. 

COUNTY JAIL BILLS. 

No bills have been presented from the jail this year, al- 
though they may be maturing. The selectmen have not 
collected the sums due Rutland on this account from other 
towns or from the state, to which reference was made in 
the report for last year. The attention of the][town and of 
our successors is again called to it, that such action may be 
taken as shall be thought best. 

NUISANCES. 

Petitions have been presented for removal of nuisances as 
folloAvs : Boiler shop on West street near, lumber yard. 
Under consideration. Unhealthy cove or pool of stagnant 
water on land of E. Pierpoint, near River street, east of 
Dorr bridge. Order for suppression served. 

Escaping steam, unsightly objects or unusual noise, es- 
pecially liable to frighten horses, when near a highway or 
place of publio resort, are nuisances and should be abated, 
either by the party at fault or by the proper authorities. 

AUDITORS. 

By the law of 1880, all persons authorized to receive or 
disburse money for the town are required to settle with the 
auditors annually before the first Tuesday in March. We 
recommend that good auditors be appointed with reason- 
able pay. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The claim of Mr. James Thompson under a vote of the 
town in 1865 to pay all veterans $500 who should re-enlist 
and be credited to the town of Rutland, was referred in 
last town meeting to the selectmen and Mr. Franklin Bil- 
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lings to settle. Mr. Thompson’s statement is that he first 
enlisted in Rutland Jan. 3, 1862, and was discharged in 
New Orleans, Feb. 1, 1864, and sent home bj the govern- 
ment ; that he re-enlisted at Hart’s Island April 1, 1864, 
into the Eleventh New York battery, and after three 
months was discharged. Decision concurred in by all the 
referees, that Mr. Thompson did not comply with the 
terms on which the 1500 was to be paid and is not entitled 
to a bounty from Rutland. 

The selectmen some years ago made an order to remove 
nuisances on Terrill street ; not yet enforced, as it seems 
to bear especially hard on certain owners whose houses, in 
part at least, must be removed or torn down. Hence the 
delay of final enforcement of the law in this case. 

The reports in detail of other town officers will be found 
annexed.

Overseer’s Report. 


To the Citizens of Rutland : 

The expenditures of the poor department have been a 
trifle less for the past year than for the year preceding. 
The overseer is doubtless imposed upon in some cases* but 
I am glad to say, that of those who have been assisted the 
past year the great majority have honestly' tried to help 
themselves, and to receive as little aid from the town a3 
possible. The total amount of orders drawn on the treas- 
urer for the year is $8,18'3 15. Pasturing to the amount 
of $44 00 was sold’ to Mr. D. H. Smith, for which he fur- 
nished three pigs at two dollars each, and the balance, 
thirty-eight dollars, was deducted from his salary as Super- 
intendent. One hundred bushels of potatoes for thirty-five 
dollars, and vinegar to the value of nineteen dollars and 
twenty cents were sold to J. & T. Caden, and the amount 
deducted from their bill for goods furnished on orders. 
One hundred pounds of lard was sold to Mr. W. H. Wood- 
ward, for ten dollars, and hides for seventeen dollars and 
seventy-one cents to Messrs. Dunton & Hayward, and paid 
for in same manner. Pour three years old steers were sold 
to Messrs. Story & Rogers for one hundred and twenty dol- 
lars, and the money expended for ten yearlings and two 
two years old heifers with calf, now on the farm. The 
horse owned by the town, appraised at one hundred dollars 
last year, has since died with lock jaw. The inventory, on 
another page, shows a samll increase in the personal prop- 
erty at the .farm. No wood, hay or grain has been sold the 
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past year. The wood will all be needed at the poor house, 
and sufficient stock has been kept to consume all the fodder 
and grain. The same superintendent at the farm, Mr. D. 
H. Smith, has been retained as heretofore, and a better 
family for the place would be hard to find. 

Affairs at the poor house and farm have been conducted 
with economy, and to the entire satisfaction of all con- 
cerned. The inmates of the poor house have cheerfully 
assisted about the work to the extent of their ability, and 
all the labor at the farm, both indoors and out, has been 
performed without any outside help. 

- There were thirty-four paupers at the farm one year ago. 
Seven have been admitted during the year, three have died 
and five have been discharged, leaving the present number 
thirty three. Twelve interments have been made at the 
expense of the town outside of the deaths at the farm. 
The salary of the superintendent is paid to April 1, 1881, 
and all other bills to March 1, except what wood may be 
furnished and new applicants helped during current month,

To the Citizens qf Rutland: 

Our schools, as a whole, have maintained during the past 
year about the same degree of efficiency as that of the 
preceding year. They ought to have done more ; and a 
few of them have. Individual effort in a few districts has 
placed some of our schools in advance of the others, and it 
is to be hoped that the example set by a few will be followed 
by the rest. 

The school buildings with two or three exceptions are in 
gpod condition. 

Several school rooms are crowed. Additional seats should 
be supplied in some of them, while in others the school 
should be divided, graded and another teacher employed. 

It will be seen by referring to the table that several 
teachers have from fifty to eighty scholars. 

Miss Blanchards’ school, District No. 1, numbers from 
fifty to sixty scholars, while there are only forty regular 
seats in the room. 

Miss Felt’s school. District 21, numbers from sixty-eight 
to eighty scholars, with only forty-eight seats in the room. 
These defects should be remedied at once. The seats in 
many school houses are too high, and the desks are too far

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from the seats. No child should be required to sit on a 
seat so high that liis feet do not touch the floor. 

With regard to the best method of improving the efficiency 
of our schools it is scarcely necessary that I should say any- 
thing in.thi^repor^,-, Thjp.- subject is a, hackneyed one, and 
I am already pretty thoroughly on record with regard to it. 

I shall therefore barely say or repeat what I have so many 
times said, that the true and only way in which to secure 
good schools is to employ good teachers.' Secure' good ones 
and then retain them. Nothing could bo more demoraliz- 
ing and pernicious! than the custom which prevails, in 
Vermont of changing ' teachers nearly every term. It 
renders the whole matter of securing teachers an experi- 
ment throughout the State from year’s cud to year’s end. 
It precludes all responsibility ‘Or . sense of responsibility on 
the part of the teachers by making their term of service so 
brief and uncertain that no responsibility can attach to them. 

Our schools should be in the hands of intelligent and 
•trained teachers, -permanently employed. Every teacher 
should understand and feel that the general standing and 
reputation of his or her school rest on him or her alone. 

As it now is some young girl is hired for a single term, 
and whether she does well or ill makos little difference, and 
the next term she appears in another district. Somebody’s 
daughter or niece wonts the school next term and she is 
hired. And thus the matter is “ passed around ” from year 
to year. 

There is no other calling or branch of bnsiness that could 
succeed on such a plan ; and, to state the case plainly, our 
schools do not. 
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They seem to be about the ohly institution in our midst 
that is abandoned and left to shift far itself. 

I can see no reason why our school teachers should not 
be as permanently engaged as oar clergymen. 

When this state of things can be reached school teaching 
will become a profession, and our public schools an institu- 
tion in the land. ■ 

It is scarcely necessary to add that under such an 
arrangement there will be but small chance for pretenders, 
or for young girls of fourteen or fifteen years of age. Xo 
person should be intrusted with the instruction of children 
who has not reached twenty years, and twenty-five would 
be better. 

The teachers should be hired by the town, and the schools 
should be under the supervision of the town. 

I am of the opinion that if the present district system 
were thrown up and the general management of the schools 
of the town were placed in the hands of a hoard of trustees, 
better results would follow. The present system by which 
each district “ runs ” its school is no system at all. If any- 
one doubts it let him make himself acquainted with the dis- 
trict schools in this State during the next term" of school. 

Very few of our teachers are qualified in any essential 
particular for their duties. Xot one in four is properly 
educated, and some who are have no tact for teaching. 

The examination and granting of licenses to teachers 
is but little more than a farce. 

The subject of supplying text books to the scholars should 
receive some attention from the State legislature. 

There is a provision for the towns supplying text books, 
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but that don’t reach the difficulty. The books should be 
made and published by the State. Vermont pays double 
What she ought to pay for school books. Nevertheles a good 
many poor children are scantily supplied. 

The accompanying table shows the school districts in 
town, names of teachers, wages, enrollment or number of 
scholars in each school for each term and the length of 
each term in weeks.
